Did not Paul 
command that we, "Run that we might obtain . *. 
Fight the good fight of faith *. * be strong.. . strive 
for masteries T This is MAXIMUM effort! The 
successful Christian life is not for those who have no 
desire to live it. It is work. It requires the utmost 
diligence. Therefore, let us stand fast in the Lord; let 
us hold fast to the faithful word; let us be steadfast, 
unmoveabie, always abounding, giving all diligence; 
let us run that we might win the prize of the high 
calling of God in Christ Jesus. Running in such a 
manner we will win. Press on! 
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OBSTACLES 

Paul, a humble man who 
was made great only by the 
radiance of God through 
him, compared the Christian 
life to a race. Though he was 
addressing the Corinthians, 
he is now talking to us when 
he declared, "Run in such a 
way that you may win!” For 
our opponent is not any 
other but ourself, and we 
may disqualify ourself not 
from eternal life but from 
finishing the course. Paul 
next shares that the ability to 
overcome the obstacles, 
that either we place there 
ourselves or we come 
across in our lives, is gained 
by self-control. Through out 
his epistles Paul exhorts us 
to keep striving for the mark 
that lies befpre us. In his last 
epistle he shares with his 
friend Timothy that, '1 have 
fought the good fight, 1 have

finished the course, 1 have 
kept the faith.” Yes, Paul had 
accomplished the task 
before him, and that was 
finishing the race. As he 
encountered the obstacles 
of life he exercised 
self-control in following God 
and keeping his eyes 
steadfast upon "Him who is 
our hope/' God does not 
say that life will be smooth 
and wrinkiess but He does 
promise the grace and 
strength to complete the 
race. Nor does He require 
perfection from us, but a 
steady progression. So as 
we are moving forward 
upon the next meter of life’s 
trek, “forgetting what lies 
behind and reaching 
forward to what lies ahead, 

. . . press on toward the goal 
for the prize of the upward 
call of God in Christ Jesus.”
